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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The proposed After Final amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues for 
further search and consideration, such as the newly explicit requirement of claim 1 that the 
product contain silicon carbide and silicon, and the new requirement of claim 6 that the product 
contain, and the broadening of claim 6 by removing the requirement that the product contain 
carbon. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Tani does not disclose silicon. The argument is unconvincing 
because the proposed amendment to the claims has not been entered, and because col. 5, lines 6- 
9 explicitly teach the presence of some amount of silicon. The Examiner notes that Applicant's 
claims do not exclude the presence of carbon fibers in the composite.
